We, the Irish Land Commissioners, beg to submit to your Excellency this Report 
of our proceedings during the period from the 1st April, 1910, to the 31st March, 1911. 


JUDICIAL RENTS. 

During the year under review there were four Legal and sixteen Lay Sub-Com- 
Assistant Commissioners formed into Four Sub-Commission Courts at work in dealing missions, 
with applications to fix fair rents. 

The number of Originating Notices to fix Fair Rents disposed of,, during the period p a j r rent 
stated, by the Commissioners principally on consent, as a Court of first instance, was 245 ; application: 
by the Sub-Commissions, 2,734, making for the Land Commission a total of 2,979 ; and disposed of. 
by the Civil Bill Courts, as appears by returns furnished by the Clerks of the Peace, 166. 

These figures are divided as follows : — . . 

For a First Statutory Term.— By the Commissioners, 129 ; by the Sub-Commissions, 

1,603, total Land Commission, 1,732 ; by the Civil Bill Courts, 112, making a total of 1,844 
eases in all. ~ 

For a Second Statutory Term— By the Commissioners, 115 ; by the bub-Lomnns- 
sions, 1,104, total Land Commission, 1,219 ; and by the Civil Bill Courts, 54, making 
a total of 1,273 cases in all. . . 

For a Third Statutory Term. — By the Commissioners, 1 ; by the Sub -Commissions, 

27, total Land Commission, 28 ; and by the Civil Bill Courts, Nil ; making a total of 28 
eases in all. . , , 

Thus, during the year, the entire number of Fair Rent Notices so disposed of was 

The entire number of such applications disposed of both by Land Commission and Civil 
Bill Courts from the date of the passing of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, to the 31st 
March, 1911, was as follows For a first statutory term, 291,195 ; for a second statu- 
tory term, 108,673 ; and for a third statutory term 28 ; total, 399,896. 

2,455 direct applications were made to the Land Commission to fix Fair Rents since 
1st April, 1910, of which 1,298 were for a first statutory term, 950 were for a second 
statutory term, and 207 were for a third statutory term. In the same period 226 
applications were made to the Civil Bill Courts, of which 86 were transferred to the Land 
Commission. Of the 226 applications so made to the Civil Bill Courts there were 37 
first statutory term applications, 82 second statutory term, and 7 applications were 
made for a third statutory term ; of these 47 first term, 37 second terrn and 2 third 
term applications were transferred to the Land Commission in the year. Thus, during 
the year, 2,681 applications to fix Fair Rents were made to the Land Commission and 
the Civil Bill Courts. ,

Kents fixed Judicial rents have been fixed during the year by the Land Commission on the reports 
on Y l nws ’ Court Valuers in 14 cases for a first statutory term, making a total of 2,228 of such 
i epoi . caS es in which judicial rents were so fixed up to the 31st of March, 1911 ; and judicial 
rents were similarly fixed in 3 cases for a second statutory term, making a total of 1,382 
of such cases for a second statutory term up to the 31st of March, 1911. These figures 
include cases where the proceedings to fix rents on the reports of Court Valuers were 
taken under our Rules of the 9th November, 1898. 

Agreements Originating agreements and declarations for a first statutory term have during the 
Act of 1881 y ear been lodged under the provisions of the 8th section of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 
' 1881, in 529 cases in the Land Commission, there being no cases lodged in the Civil Bill 
Courts. 

The total number of such agreements to fix fair rents for a first statutory term lodged, 
since the passing of the Act of 1881, up to the 31st March, 1911, was 159,619. 

During the year 403 originating agreements and declarations for a second statutory 
term were lodged in the Land Commission, and none in the Civil Bill Courts. 

The total number of such agreements for a second statutory term lodged to 31st 
March, 1911, was 50,592. 

Particulars as to all these cases appear by counties in the Tables to the Appendix 
to this Report. 

Agreements During the year 137 agreements between landlords and tenants under the 17th section 
Sec. 17, Act 0 f the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1896, were lodged in the Land Commission, making a 
of 1896. total, with those lodged previously, of 5,720. 

Tme value In the Appendix we give particulars of the proceedings during the year in appli- 
of tenancy. ca tions to the Land Commission and Civil Bill Courts respectively to fix the True 
value of Tenancies pursuant to the provisions of Section 1 (3) of the Land Law (Ireland) 
Act, 1881, and also of proceedings during the same period in such cases on Appeal. 

Judicial The total number of judicial leases executed since 1881 has been 163, and the number 

Leases. of fixed tenancies sanctioned 49. 

Tenancies. Fur many years there have not been any proceedings taken under the 40th Section 
of the Land Law (Ireland) Act of 1881 to nominate arbitrators to fix the amount of the 
judicial rent. Since 1881 judicial rents have been fixed by this method in only 40 cases. 

During the year the number of leaseholders who applied under the provisions of 
the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, direct to the Land Commission was 26, and to the 
Civil Bill Courts 4 ; there were not any applications made to the latter Courts during the 
same period to fix judicial rents in cases where ejectments were pending pursuant to the 
provisions of sec. 6 of the Act referred to. There were 23 applications under the Redemp- 
tion of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1891, which during the year fell to be dealt with under the 
Land Law Acts. 

The total number of fair rent applications from leaseholders and grantees who have 
applied under the provisions of the Act of 1887, and under the Redemption of Rent 
(Ireland) Act, 1891, up to the 31st March, 1911, is 37,226, and of these applications 36,880 
have been disposed of.

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Since the 65th Section of the Irish Land Act of 1909 came into operatiorfHiWjtutme 
applications to have fair rents fixed have been received to the 31st March, 1911, from tenanfcs - 
tenants who claim to come within the Section as future tenants, and of these applications 
318 have been disposed of up to that date. 

The entire number of rents fixed under the Land Law Acts by all the methods Totol effect 
enumerated to the 31st March, 1911, where the parties applied to have fair rents fixed p^^ ec _ 
for a first statutory term, was 377,400. The total rental dealt with was £7,452,129 and tions 0 f 
the aggregate judicial rent fixed in respect thereof was £5,908,090, the result being an Land. Law- 
average reduction of 20 • 7 per cent, over the entire country. The number of cases struck Acts, 
out, withdrawn, or dismissed was 73,454 *of which latter some were disposed of on sub- 
sequent applications. The total number of cases disposed of during the period from 
August, 1881, to 31st March, 1911, was therefore 450,854 for a first statutory term. 

The entire number of rents fixed to the 31st March, 1911, for a second statutory term 
was 139,094. The total rental in these cases for the first statutory term was £2,498,095, 
and the aggregate judicial rent fixed in respect of the same for a second statutory term 
was £2,010,635, the result being an average reduction of 19" 5 per cent, on first term 
rents. The number of applications in such cases struck out, withdrawn, or dismissed 
was 20,171. The total number of second term cases disposed of to 31st March, 1911, was 
therefore, 159,265. 

Details concerning the few cases in which applications to have fair rents fixed 
for a third statutory term had been disposed of up to 31st March, 1911, appear in the 
Appendix to this Report.

Since the Irish Land Act, 1903, came into operation all Appeals in cases arising 
out of the Land Law Acts have, in pursuance of Section 88 of that Act, been heard by 
one Judicial Commissioner, assisted by a Lay Assessor. 

1,198 appeals from the Civil Bill Courts and applications for re-hearings from the Number of 46,50,54,

There were no appeals to be disposed of during the year, all former appeals having 
been previously dealt with. ‘ 

In the Appendix particulars are given by districts of the number of such applications 
received and disposed of, and the average rent payable in respect of these cottage allot- 
ments. 


PURCHASE OF LAND ACTS. 

As stated in previous Reports, the Estates Commissioners deal with all applications 
made for the purchase and sale of “ Estates ” coming within the provisions of Sections 
1 to 23 of the Irish Land Act, 1903, as extended by the Irish Land Act, 
1909, and as periodical returns of their proceedings are made, pursuant to 
Sub-section 14 of Section 23 of the Act of 1903, this Report contains no re- 
ference to any proceedings within the purview of the enactments referred to, or to the pro- 
ceedings of the Estates Commissioners under the Evicted Tenants (Ireland) Act, 1907.

Deposits. 0 f £i } 961,979, of which £236,697 was invested on the applications of the parties ; a large 
portion of these investments, together with £1,525,178 cash, has been transferred or paid 
to the parties entitled, partly on account of principal moneys repaid by tenant purchasers, 
and partly pursuant to the provisions of Section 68 of the Irish Land Act of 1903. 
£5,036 has been applied in discharging arrears of instalments declared to be irrecoverable 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 3 of the Act of 1885. The balance on the 31st March, 
1911, consisted of £195,069 cash, the greater portion of which is in the hands of the 
National Debt Commissioners, and a residue of invested moneys. '

Proceedings Under the Purchase of Land Acts, 1891 and 1896. 

Advances in Guaranteed Land Stock, repayable by an annuity at the rate of 4 per cent., 
subject to decennial reductions, as provided by 59 and 60 Viet., ch. 47, s. 25. 

Proceedings under the Acts of 1891 and 1896 have been completed in all cases 
of sales from Landlords to Tenants, all such applications having been disposed of. 

In one Estate where proceedings had been originated by the Land Judge for the 
sale of the Estate under the 40th' Section of the Land Act of 1896, prior to the commence- 
ment of the Irish Land Act of 1903, the proceedings, which it was understood had all been 
closed, have been continued by him in some of the rema i ning cases with the result that 
an advance of £55 Guaranteed Land Stock was made to one of the Tenants during, the 
year ended the 31st March, 1911. A few further cases on this Estate still remain to be 
similarly disposed of.

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Since the passing of the Act of 1891, 51,364 applications for £14,491,064 have^^*^>tal Loans Appendix 
received altogether; of these 4,535 for £1,345,247 have been refused or dismissed for Table 
defects in the vendor’s title, irregularity, insufficiency of security, or with a view am 
to obtaining advances in cash under the Act of 1903, and other causes. The 
total amount which has been sanctioned and issued is £13,145,817 in respect of 46,829 
applications by tenants. In addition to the amount so issued, Guaranteed Land Stock 
to the amount of £502,797 was advanced to the Congested Districts Board for the pur- 
chase of 58 estates pursuant to Section 43 of the Land Act of 1896 and Section 2 (1) 
of the Congested Districts Board Act of 1899, making the total amount of Guaranteed 
Land Stock issued £13,648,614 ; but the above-named sum of £502,797 has been written 
off as provided by Section 43 of the Act of 1896 by means of advances made on resales 
bv the Board which are included in the advances made to the purchasers. 

The total amount of Guarantee Deposits retained in Guaranteed Land Stock and Guarantee 
lodged in cash, amounted on 31st March, 1911, to £1,175,101. Up to that date deposits De P° slts - 
represented by Guaranteed Land Stock and other Securities, resulting from re-invest- 
ments, to the nominal amount of £953,635 were released pursuant to the provisions of 
Section 29 (2) of the Land Act of 1896, and on the same date deposits represented by 
Guaranteed Land Stock and other Securities, including a small amount of cash unin- 
vested, to the nominal amount of £207,224, remained in hand. 

Since the passing of the Land Act of 1896 up to the 31st March, 1911, only one advance Advances 
bas been made under Section 36 of that Act for the purchase of a holding subject to a 
rentcharge payable to the vendor. subject*?

Redemption of Rent Act, 1891. 


1,861 applications under the Redemption of Rent Act have been received since the Proceedings ns. 
passing of that Act up to 31st March, 1911, of which 21 have been received during theiu purchase n7 ' 
year ended on that date. In 185 cases the landlord consented to the redemption of the cnses un ^ er 
rent. The total amount of the prices fixed in 98 cases, on 59 estates in which orders were ^lentAct 119 ‘ 
made for redemption, was £110,129, in respect of a total rental of the holdings, as stated 0 v n 
in the applications, of £7,365 3s. lid., and the total advances sanctioned in respect of 
the prices so fixed was £98,394 Guaranteed Land Stock. Advances in cash under the 
Irish Land Act, 1903, amounting to £7,011, were sanctioned in 9 cases, the prices being 138. 

fixed at £7,011 on a total rental of £375 18s. 5 d. In 62 cases the applications for redemp- 
tion were refused, and 16 cases had not been adjudicated upon at the 31st March last. 

Out of the total number of applications received under this Act, the landlords did Proceedings j 18 
not consent to the redemption in 1,673 cases, and consequently the lessees or grantees ^ fair rent 
were, as the Statute and Rules provide, deemed to have made applications, as if they 
were leaseholders under the Land Act of 1887, to have a judicial rent fixed. In 1,124 ofRent p Act . 
of such cases judicial rents have been fixed, in these cases the former rental was £71,184, 
and the judicial rental £54,006 showing an average reduction of 24 -1 per cent. 394 Number of io.

Proceedings under the Landed Estates Court Act ; Section 40, Land Law 
(Ireland) Act, 1896, and Section 58 Irish Land Act, 1903. 

During the period from the passing of the Land Purchase Act of 1896 up to and Proceedings 
ending the 31st March last, 341 requests had been received from the Land Judge under under Sec. 
the 40th Section of that Act, and reports were made upon all such requests, respecting lgg6 
the prices at and the conditions under which the sales under the Land Purchase Acts 
of the holdings to the tenants on the estates referred to in the requests could properly 
be made. 

In 9 of the estates in which the 341 reports were made the estates were subsequently 
bought by the Congested Districts Board for Ireland by means of advances which were 
made under Section 43 of the Act of 1896, or under Sections 72 and 77 of the Irish Land 
Act, 1903, and the proceedings in 42 estates were cancelled by the Land Judge. In 287 
estates the Orders of the Land Judge directing offers to be made to the tenants on sack 
estates were lodged, leaving 3 estates in which no such Orders had been lodged with us to 
31st March last. 
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Under the Redemption of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1891, one loan for £850 cash was 
applied for and sanctioned during the year, and two loans in cash, amounting to £1,650, 
were made in the same period under this Act. 

Loans in cash were also applied for, sanctioned and made in the year in 2 cases, Advances, 
amounting to £125, to enable tenants to purchase their holdings, pursuant to the 40th Se °- 
provisions of the 40th Section of the Land Act of 1896 as before explained. tl0n ' 

F Fj ve loans representing a sum of £87,268 were made by the Land Commission Advances, 
(outside the operations of the Estates Commissioners) in Cash to the Congested Districts 
Board within the year under the provisions of Sections 72 and 77 of the Irish Land B * ar( J c 
Act, 1903, and Section 2 (1) of the Congested Districts Board Act of 1899, making a 
total of 30 loans for £208,290 under those sections to 31st March last. 

The total Loans in the year ended the 31st of March, 1911, which were made for the 
purchase of tenants’ holdings, as distinguished from the advances made by the Estates 
Co mmi ssioners for the purchase and sale of Estates, amounted to £192,469 to 1,219 
tenants.

£1,915,973 in respect of 10,680 applications have been provisionally sanctioned, and 148 
applications for £42,244 have been dismissed for delay, defects in title, irregularity, 
insufficiency of security and other reasons. 10,256 Loans for £1,829,189 have been 156. 

made during the same period. These figures include 6,524 loans to tenants for £920,491 
on resales by the Congested Districts Board of estates purchased by them ; of this 
£■412,280 was paid direct to the Board, while £508,211 was written off the Board’s 146 

liability in respect of Advances made to it under the Act of 1903 for the purchase of 
the estates so resold. These loans with the advances made to the Congested Districts 
Board pursuant to Sections 72 and 77 of the Act of 1903, and Section 2 (1) of the 
Congested Districts Board Act of 1899, bring the total amount of loans made under the 
Act°of 1903 (exclusive of advances made by the Estates Commissioners or for the pur- 
pose of the Labourers Acts) to £2,037,479. 


Proceedings in cases where Advances are made under the Irish Land Act, 1909, 
exclusive of Proceedings for the Sale and Purchase of Estates before the 
Estates Commissioners. 

Advances in Guaranteed Three per cent. Stock Repayable by an annuity at the rate of 
3i°/ 0 for whole term. 

During the year to the 31st day of March, 1911, there were received, exclusive of 
applications for advances in Stock under the 40th Section of the Act of 1896, 244 
applications from tenants for advances to enable them to purchase their holdings 
(on 31 estates) for £57,300 in respect of Sales where the purchase money agreed upon 
was £60,479. Of these applications, 45 for £15,343 were in respect of Sales between 
Landlord and Tenant, and 199 for £41,957 in respect of Sale3 in Court of Land Judge. 

203 Applications for £47,487 have been provisionally sanctioned during the same 
period, and 84 loans amounting to £27,410 have been made. 

One loan for £1,700 was also applied for, sanctioned, and issued during the year, 
pursuant to the provisions of the 40th Section of the Land Act of 1896, making a total 
of 85 loans for £29,110 in Guaranteed 3% Stock during the year ended 31st March, 
1911. 

During the period from the commencement of the Act of 1909 up to the 31st March, 
1911. 282 applications representing £69,238 have been received. Of these, 204 for 
£50,336 have been provisionally sanctioned, and 86 loans for £29,290 in Guaranteed 
3% Stock have been made. 


Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1906.

During the year ended the 31st March, 1911, advances to the amount of £910,476 
had been made to Rural District Councils on the recommendation of the Local Govern- 
ment Board for the purpose of the Labourers Act, making to that date a total of 
£3,111,816 advanced by the Land Commission to the Councils since the Act came into 
force.

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With regard to the annuities similarly payable in respect of Advances under Act of 1891 . Appendix 
the Purchase of Land Act, 1891, the amount of the annuities which stood on T * BLK 

the books at 1st November, 1910, as receivable from 40,958 payers, was £494,860, as Jso ’ 

compared with 46,908 payers and £505,536 at 1st November, 1909. Of this £484,835 
had been paid on 31st March last, leaving £10,025 due by 1,293 purchasers. Of this sum 
£2,538 was due by 164 payers who owed more than one instalment. The £10,025 
iu arrear on the 31st March has, at the 1st instant, been reduced to £3,397 due by 
335 payers. The yearly annuities payable by 25,469 purchasers under the Act of 
1891 have matured for decennial revision pursuant to Section 25 of the Act of 1896. 

Dealing with the payment of the annuities payable in respect of Advances made Act of 1903. 
under the Irish Land Act, 1903, the amount which stood on the books at the 1st 
December, 1910, as annually receivable from 92,476 payers, was £1,152,090 as compared 
irith 76,048 payers and £951,338 at 1st December, 1909. Of this £1,133,395 had been 
paid on 31st March last, leaving £18,695 due by 2,455 purchasers. Of this sum 
£3,475 was due by 236 payers, who owed more than one instalment. The £18,695 in 
arrear on the 31st March has, at the 1st instant, been reduced to £7,050 due by 
736 payers. In addition to the above the sum of £68,132 was collectible in respect 
of advances made to District Councils under the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1906, all 
of which was collected. 

Under the Irish Land Act, 1909, the amount of the annuities collectible on the 1st 
December, 1910, from 331 payers was £896. Of this sum £886 had been paid on 3lst 
March last, leaving £10 due by 8 payers. 

In the Appendix will be found a Return giving particulars of all cases under the Cases iu 
Land Purchase Acts, 1891 to 1903, where on the 31st March last, the payers owed two defau,t - lg2 
or more half-yearly instalments and where same were unpaid on the 1st instant. 

The holdings of 1 94 purchasers under the Land Purchase Acts who were in default in 
payment of their instalments were advertised for sale during the year. In 140 of such 
cases the sales were withdrawn, the arrears having been paid ; in 28 cases the hol ding s 
were sold to ordinary purchasers, and in 26 cases where there was no bidding at the sale 
the Land Commission have instituted proceedings to take possession of the holdings 
pending resale. In 18 of such cases, where possession was taken, the holdings were on 
31sc March 1911 still in hand for resale. 

Interest in Lieu op Rent. 

During the year ended the 31st March 1911 the total amount of Interest in lieu of 
rent collectible under the provisions of the 35th Section of the Purchase of Land 
(Ireland) Act, 1896, was £1,687,231 from 150,490 tenant purchasers, together with 
£41,980 arrears due by 5,294 payers from the previous year, making £1,729,211 in all, 1 L 

as compared with £1,857,740 (including arrears) from 157,813 payers in the previous 
year. Of this £1,698,230 was collected by the 31st March last, leaving an arrear of 
£30,981 due by some 4,036 payers. This figure has, at the 1st instant, been reduced to 
£14.923 due by 1,546 payers. The amount so collected was paid out to the persons 
entitled to receive it as rapidly as possible on its receipt. 

Local Registration op Title (Ireland) Act, 1891. 

Notices in the prescribed form were, pursuant to the provisions of Section 23 (1) ( b ) Current 
of the above Act, lodged with the Registering Authority during the year for the cases - 
purpose of having the titles of the tenant purchasers registered in all cases where the 
advances in aid of purchase were made in the year. 

2,470 copies of Land Certificates, exclusive of copies “ written up,” were issued 
in the year free of charge to the Registered owners or their solicitors. 

Temporalities op Late Established Church. 

The property of the late Established Church, which was vested in the Land Com- Income and 
mission in 1881, produced during the year a total receipt of £429,337 including £126,284 Annual 
received for the proceeds of sales of property and the redemption of income. Out of ^^ esou 
the sums so received, and the balance brought forward from previous year, payments 1 
have been made during the year amounting to £396,162 for charges on the Church 
Fund, including £200,000 in part discharge of liability under Intermediate Education 
(Ireland) Act, 1878. 

The normal annual income receivable, including terminable annuities to the amount 17& 

of £128,263 for the present financial year, estimated on the 1st April, 1911, is £283,064. Revenue 
The fixed annual charges on the fund with cost allowed for a dmi nistration, taken on and Expen- 

B diture. 
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the same date, amount to £189,520. Thus the income temporarily exceeds the annual 
expenditure by £93,544, which balance is utilised in reducing the capital debt which 
on 31st March, 1911, amounted to £3,050,000. The effect of redemptions of the Church 
Income under the Land Purchase Acts, the cessor of the receipt of terminable 
annuities, and the reduction of Tithe Rent Charges and Perpetuity Rents as explained 
below, will, it is estimated, in a few years hence, reduce the income below the estimated 
expenditure. Further particulars respecting the income and expenditure are shown 
in the Appendix. 

Tithe-Rent- During the year 12 cases, representing an Annual Income of £96 13s. Of/., were admitted 

charge Act, to the benefits of Section 3 of the Tithe Rent Charge (Ireland) Act, 1900, and the re- 
]900 - ductions amounted to £23 5s. Id. per annum. 

Since the passing of that Act 15,066 cases covering an Annual Revenue of £137,156 
were so admitted ; the reductions amounted to £32,212 being an average of 23-5 per 
cent, on the income affected by the Act, and 1,193 cases representing an Annual Income 
of £4,459 were excluded by Section 8 from the benefits of the Act. 

In 3,311 cases covering an Annual Tithe Rentcharge of £17,273, the Statutory 
Declarations required had not been received from the Payers, or the queries issued 
upon their applications had not been discharged up to the 31st March, last. 

Declarations have been received in about 8,000 cases from Tithe Annuity Payers 
in support of their claims under the provisions of Section 1. 

Section 90 As has been stated in previous Reports the Perpetuity Rents payable to the Com- 
of the Irish missioners which numbered 779, and amounted to £49,626 14s. at the 22nd August, 
L qrn Act ’ 1884, were reduced under the provisions of Section 90 of the Irish Land Act, 1903, 
1 from 1st November, 1903, by the applicable percentage as certified in the Dublin 

Gazette of 26th October, 1900. The reduction amounted altogether to £11,347 15s. 2d., 
or 22 ‘86 per cent. 

Arrears. The amount of arrears due to the Fund at the 31st March, 1911, was £35,918 7s. Qd. 

At a similar period last year the arrears were £41,115 14s. 3 d. 

By payments made since the property vested, the total liability inclusive of charges 
imposed by the legislature since 1881, has been reduced to £3,050,000 as against 
£3,250,000 on 31st March, 1910. 

The annuity of £20,000 ceased to be payable to the Royal University on the 1st July, 
1909, and from that, date one moiety thereof has been paid to the National University 
at Dublin, and the other moiety to the Queen’s University at Belfast (8 Edw. 
VII., c. 38). 

The annuity of £70,000 to the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
has been regularly paid. These two annuities are not capital charges. 

Since the date of our last Report, the death has occurred of our esteemed colleague, 
the Right Honourable Michael Finueane, C.S.I., after a long and distinguished service 
in India and upon this Commission. Mr. William Henry Stuart, one of the Chief 
Inspectors, was appointed to the vacant Oouimissiouership by Warrant under the 
Royal Sign Manual, dated 2nd March, 1911. 

During the past year our Secretary, Sir John Hamilton Franks, C.B., has been 
obliged to retire from his onerous post in consequence of failing health. Sir Joliu 
Franks’ official service extended over the long period of 34 years, first under the 
Church Temporalities Commission, and for the last 22 years as Secretary to the Irish 
Land Commission. Throughout his Ions - official career, his consuicuous abilities and
